The top of each 


package should 1)0 smoothed off, a cir- 
cle of parchment or chet'SiH'loth placed 
on it and then salt enough added to 
keep it completely from the air. This 
butter must be kept. In a cellar, ice- 
house or well where it is as cold as 
possible and where the temperature 
may be maintained at oue point with- 
out varying.

Last week President Mudge of Rock Island railroad 
declared for public control of railroads; George M. Reynolds, presi- 
dent, Continental and Commercial National bank of Chicago did the 
same thing the week before; T. N. Vail, president American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph recently made an official report to his Hoard ot 
directors in which he took a firm stand for both publicity and public 
control. 


But that control must be intelligently administered.

control simply because it is a control by the public, is not all. It 
must be intelligent, as I have always contended. Intelligent people 
will ask and expect nothing more. Vail, Reynolds and the others 
art- right in advocating publicity and public control. Both are things 
which eventually will go far towards making a good feeling between 
the corporations and the people, and will assis't in settling much of 
the antagonism which now seems to prevail.
